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SCARBOROUGH FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 

To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town 
of Scarborough , Maine: 

It is very gratifying this year to submit a report which 
shows progress in the Fire Department, and that we have, 
through organized and directed effort, furnished protec¬ 
tion from fire to the citizens of the Town of Scarborough. 

This year we had our first general alarm which was in 
the Dunstan district at Sung Harbor at which time the 
several fire companies responded and performed very effi¬ 
cient service under the able direction of Deputy Chief 
Henry Gould, of that district. It was the first time that the 
department had an opportunity to work as a complete unit 
under our new rules and regulations adopted last year inso¬ 
much, that the different companies all reported to the 
Deputy Chief in that district and worked under the direc¬ 
tion of one head, which lends itself to more harmonious and 
efficient service to the Town. 

The North Scarborough Company this year continued 
their fine work in transferring the body from the old 
truck to the new chassis purchased for them through the 
Association and spent considerable time and money in 
making the truck a very creditable addition to the de¬ 
partment, carrying 1,500 feet of V /2 inch hose; 1,000 feet 
of 1 inch hose and two reels of booster hose along with a 
100 gallon booster pump and a portable forestry unit which 
the company built themselves last year. 

The Black Point Company made a decided improvement 
in their building by extending it twelve feet making it 
possible to house the new 500 gallon pumping engine that 
was purchased for them through the appropriation of 
Town funds and also to house the old Chevrolet hose 
wagon which is to be maintained for grass fires and as an 
auxiliary unit to the new 500 gallon pumping engine, and 
installed a new heating plant. 

Oak Hill added a booster pump to their equipment mak¬ 
ing it suitable for chimney and grass fires. The Town fur¬ 
nished the material and the company the labor to hang 
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new doors and to repair and paint the hose house making a 
great improvement on the Town property. 

Dunstan added 500 feet of 2y 2 inch double jacketed hose 
to their equipment and made some changes in their heat¬ 
ing arrangements. 

The Pine Point Company has had a successful year and 
have made decided progress in the training of their men. 
They have had drills throughout the year and the men 
have become quite proficient in the operation of their new 
piece of apparatus. They also formed a team for competi¬ 
tion in the Firemen’s Field Days and were successful in 
winning a cup on their third try, also the Company has 
made several changes in their hose house making it more 
convenient for their suppers and entertainments. 

Pleasant Ilill had to make some small replacements in 
booster and suction hose and have raised the roof of their 
hose house and are going to have a small apartment of 
three rooms, kitchen and bath which will be used to have a 
man on duty from 6 A.M. to 6 P.M., and will enable them 
to give better service and better care to the equipment. 

This year, in observance of the National Fire Preven¬ 
tion Week, the Association sponsored a poster contest in 
the schools, giving two prizes of three dollars each for the 
best poster picturing fire prevention. This was very suc¬ 
cessful. due to the very fine spirit of cooperation from the 
staff of teachers, and a very fine collection of posters were 
submitted, in view of the fact that we do not have an art 
course in our schools. 

A Red Cross First Aid Course has been formed and has 
been well attended by the Firemen of the various com¬ 
panies, thus enabling the Firemen to render emergency 
service in time of need, and also the Association instituted 
this 3 r car a memorial service for deceased members and 
bronze markers were purchased to decorate the graves of 
members that have passed beyond and these graves will 
be decorated each year in conjunction with the memorial 
services of the American Legion. 

In April of this year the department is host to the State 
Association of Fire Chief’s who will hold their quarterly 
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meeting in Scarborough and a fine program is being ar¬ 
ranged for their entertainment. We feel that it is quite 
an honor to the Town to have such a representative group 
of men accept our imitation to hold their convention here 
in view of the fact that our department has been formed 
for so short a time. 

The Department answered 10S alarms this year divided 
as follows:—Dunstan, 42; Oak Hill, 16; Black Point, 14; 
Pleasant Hill, 13; Pine Point, 12; North Scarborough, 11; 
and laid 7,550 feet of 2*4 inch hose, 1,450 feet of 1 J /> inch 
hose, 6,960 feet of booster hose and raised 1,337 feet of 
ladders. 

Tlie support given the Association by the citizens and 
the different organizations throughout the Town has been 
very much appreciated and we trust that we can continue 
to render more efficient service in the future.

To the Citizens of Scarborough: 

I hereby submit to you a condensed report of the Town 
Clerk's Office for the past year for your approval. 

The Annual Town Meeting was held March 6th, 1939. 
There were three Special Town Meetings held during the 
year. The first two were held to consider buying a lot and 
erecting thereon a four-room Elementary School Building 
at Oak Hill. The last was for the purpose of electing a 
Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor to finish out 
tlie term of Fred E. Skillings. Jr., who was obliged to re¬ 
sign in order to accept the Postmaster’s berth at Scarboro 
Beach Post Office. 

The Special State Election was held September 11th, 
1939. 

There has been collected by Kendall Lucy, Constable 
$293 00 for Dog Licenses, also $1S6 00 by the Town Clerk 
for Dog Licenses and $24 00 for Victualer’s Licenses, this 
has been turned over to William M. Howatt, Town Treas¬ 
urer, and shown in his report.

Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of the Town 
of Scarborough: 

The year just closed has been one of the outstanding 
years of progress in the Scarborough schools. 

The splendid progress along the more tangible lines has 
been due to the intense interest of many citizens. In this 
section of the world, where democracy still survives, we 
have been living that democracy in reaching our decisions 
on school affairs. Through that process we have not only 
benefitted the schools but also have demonstrated that de¬ 
cisions participated in by many and reached on the sound 
basis of majority approval, can be depended upon to ad¬ 
vance the public welfare—especially where our children 
are concerned. 

Special credit is due our Boards of Education and 
Selectmen for their great interest and the unusual amount 
of time that they have given to the solving of many prob¬ 
lems that are of vital interest to our children. 

To all these interested citizens and officials, my sin¬ 
cere thanks for their efforts. 

Splendid progress has been made, too, in the fields 
which do not attract so much community attention but 
which are even more important than buildings. Of course, 

I mean the day by day classroom instruction—the opera¬ 
tion of our educational plan where it directly affects the 
lives of our boys and girls. For this we are all indebted 
to the members of our school staff. Our older teachers— 
and we have a good record of continuity of service in our 
teaching staff—have conscientiously given their best to 
the instruction of our children. Our newer teachers—and 
we have seven new teachers this year—come splendidly 
prepared and arc doing good work of the quality we ex¬ 
pect in our schools. To all these teachers, my gratitude 
for their fine achievement and sympathetic encouragement 
in my work. 
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Our New Building 

The most tangible development of the year was the 
erection and occupancy of our new grammar school build¬ 
ing at Oak Hill. The award was let in July, 1939, and it 
was occupied the second day of January, 1940. A brick 
building of four regular classrooms together with a 
teachers’ room on the first floor, and in the basement, four 
rooms of various sizes that can be used for a number of 
different school activities. The building will comfortably 
care for 35 pupils in a room, or a normal enrollment of 
140. As a maximum capacity, without serious over crowd¬ 
ing, it can take 40 in a room or a maximum capacity of 160. 

The building was constructed on plans drawn by Bunker 
and Savage, architects of Augusta. It was adapted from 
the standard arrangement for a four-room building recom¬ 
mended by the State Department of Education, for dem¬ 
onstration to others planning a four-room building. The 
plans and specifications were furnished by the State De¬ 
partment of Education without cost or architect’s fee for 
the town. 

The Boards of Education and Selectmen acted as the 
Building Committee. The contractor was Robert Verrier, 
a local builder. Earl Leary was engaged by the Building 
Committee, as owners’ representative, to supervise on be¬ 
half of the town. The building construction has been fa¬ 
vorably commented upon by Mr. Savage of Bunker and 
Savage, and Mr. Libby, State Agent for Rural Education. 

It is located on the Prout’s Neck Road, just below 
State Highway No. 1, near the residence formerly known 
as the Libby estate. The site is over two and one half 
acres, level, and well drained. It is an excellent school site, 
sufficiently near to the primary and high school buildings 
to allow maximum cooperative use of all three plants. 

Relief In Other Schools 

With the occupancy of this new building, the following 
changes in pupil locations have been possible, relieving 
overcrowded conditions in the schools involved: 
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1. The eighth grade at Oak Hill lias been transferred 
from the high school building, releasing one room foi 
badly needed use. 

2. Grades five through eight have been transferred 
from the Libby School to the new building. You may re¬ 
member that last year at Libby we had 59 pupils in one 
room with two teachers. The additional teacher at Libby 
was also transferred to the new building. 

3. All grammar grade pupils at Black Point are now 
attending at the new building, leaving Black Point with 
four primary grades. 

4. Pupils of grades seven and eight from Beech Hill 
arc now attending at Oak Hill, leaving Beech Hill with 
sub-primary through grade six. 

5. Pupils in the eighth grade from the North Scar¬ 
borough school are now at Oak Hill, leaving North Scar¬ 
borough with sub-primary through grade seven. 

At Oak Hill we are now operating three rooms in the 
primary building and four in the grammar building. All 
high school rooms are being used to maximum capacity. 

One additional teacher has been employed in the school 
system.

Further details of school locations, with grades and number of 
pupils in each are shown on the map on the next page. 
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Of course this has made some change in our school trans¬ 
portation. Previous to this year, the town lias provided 
transportation for pupils from the Scottow’s Hill area who 
attended the JDunstan school. This is a requirement of 
state school law, since the Scottow’s Hill school has been 
closed. This cost, for the fiscal year just closed was $567 72. 
Against this, the town received from the state $100. We 
have also met our share of the cost of transportation of 
some Scarborough pupils to Gorham schools. This cost 
was $724 50; we received $85 50 as our share from the 
state grant. 

While many other pupils have been going to Oak Hill 
from other areas, to obtain the advantages of the consoli¬ 
dated school (see chart previously referred to) the trans¬ 
portation of such pupils has been provided by their 
parents. . 1} 

This year, in addition to this former transportation, 
more transportation has had to be provided in relieving 
the North Scarborough and Libby schools. The town now 
owns a school bus. The cost of maintenance has not been 
definitely determined. 

At the time of writing this report, the Board of Educa¬ 
tion is considering requests from the parents at the Beech 
Hill and Broad Turn schools that these schools be closed 
and their pupils transferred—from Broad Turn to Dun- 
stan school and from Beech Hill to Oak Hill. If these 
transferences are found feasible of course this will require 
further transportation. However, in each case the savings 
through the closing of two rural schools, the elimination 
of one teacher position, and the additional state grant will 
considerably more than offset the cost of the additional 
transportation. 

The Second Step Is Necessary At An Early Date 

The new building this year is the first of three steps in a 
program recommended a year ago, supported by a special 
report of Mr. Richard J. Libby, the State Agent for Rural 
Education. This is only the first step. For a long period of 
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time there has been a constant increase in our enrollment. 

We should proceed very soon with the second step. If 
the plans for closing Broad Turn and Beech Hill schools 
prove feasible, they will be only partial adjustment. With¬ 
out further housing no more improvement can be made. 
More seriously if the enrollments in any of the areas now 
adjusted increase, even some of the present advantages 
may have to be given up. 

In the near future, as a second step, we should complete, 
to quote from last year’s report— 4i the erection of a four- 
room unit at Dunstan, or as an alternate, a new six-room 
building”. In the year since that was first written, it has 
become clearly evident to me that the best plan will be to 
replace the two room building by a six-room brick building 
so arranged as to provide for a modern educational pro¬ 
gram as well as community activities. It is well to bear in 
mind that building costs as well as interest rates are liable 
to be much higher in the near future. 


Our New Music Teacher 

The addition of a full time music teacher in our schools 
has already shown great value. All children now have the 
benefit of instruction in music by Miss Steele for a short 
period each week. More important, they have the benefit 
of better instruction in music from their own teacher 
throughout the week. 

All teachers have not the same training for the teaching 
of music. Their professional training has not always given 
them sufficient background and skill. Now, seeing the 
teaching methods during the music period and following 
the outlines or programs which the music teacher gives, 
all our teachers are receiving great help. The progress 
which has been found possible has also inspired the 
teachers with realization of the greater possibilities. 

In addition to the singing, Miss Steele—although it 
calls for a long, hard teaching schedule—has found it pos¬ 
sible to give some instrumental instruction. This is sure to 
result ultimately in a creditable school orchestra. A glee 
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club has already been started as an extra-curricular ac- 
tivitj' outside of school hours. Of course the most import¬ 
ant work-—although at present it shows up the least—is 
with our pupils in the lower grades. As these go forward 
to raise the standards of our school music and form our 
school musical organizations, we will then see the full 
benefits of the program now started. 

Benefits From The Public Health Nurse 

The services of the public health nurse since September 
have been of tremendous value to the schools. Miss Blan¬ 
chard comes to us well trained and well recommended. She 
cooperates effectively in the school health program. She 
visits each school regularly and is always ready to re¬ 
spond to unusual or emergency calls. Her individual 
records for each pupil are proving of value in connection 
with the health examinations by the physician. Her fol¬ 
low-up in classes where defects are discovered have been 
helpful to the parents. In addition to these duties Miss 
Blanchard has been teaching a short course in hygiene for 
high school girls. 

Perhaps of more value than all of these has been the 
sense of security which the availability of a nurse trained 
in public health gives us. Under careful health supervision 
our schools are less likely to encounter epidemic situations 
and are better able to meet them if they appear. Our per¬ 
centage of attendance, both in the high school and in the 
elementary schools, during the first term of the present 
school year has shown improvement over that of last 
year. It is not unlikely that this is due, in part at least, 
to preventive work of the public health nurse.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


To Superintendent F. H. B. He aid: 

I herewith submit my nineteenth annual report as prin¬ 
cipal oil Scarborough High School. 

The registration for the current school year includes 
seventy-four boys and sixty-four girls. The distribution 
of enrollment is as follows: Post-graduates, three; Seniors, 
thirty-two; Juniors, eighteen; Sophomores, thirty; Fresh¬ 
men, fifty-one; special students, four; a total of one hun¬ 
dred and thirty-eight. Seven pupils have left school during 
the year for the following reasons: three have moved out 
of town, one has completed sufficient credits for gradua¬ 
tion, one because of illness, one was needed at home and 
one left for unknown reasons. The Freshman class is the 
largest class ever in school at this time of the school year 
and has not lost a single member which is most unusual. 

Scholastic honors for the Senior class have been won by 
Mary Watson who has received an average of 92.3 per 
cent during her high school course, by William Colt with 
and average of 90.6 per cent and by Jennette Douglass 
with a 90.3 average.

Chorus and Cl lee Club, now available because of our new 
music department, has been made elective. The popu¬ 
larly of these activities is evidenced by the fact that about 
one hundred and ten pupils are enrolled in Chorus and 
thirty-live have been selected, because of special ability, 
for the Cllee Club which is being- trained for public ap¬ 
pearances later in the year. An operetta was recently pre¬ 
sented at a school assembly which attracted very favor¬ 
able comment. Miss Steele, our music instructor, is build¬ 
ing a foundation for a school orchestra by giving indivi¬ 
dual instruction, during school hours, to several pupils on 
the following instruments—violin, clarinet, saxophone, 
trumpet and piano. 

The use of the extra class room, made available by the 
moving of the eighth grade to the new building, is proving 
of great benefit. In addition to using it as a class room, 
we are planning to equip it with dark curtains and a pro¬ 
jection screen so that moving pictures can be shown as a 
part of the class instruction. Visual education through the 
use of the movies is fast gaining an important position in 
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tlie modern high school educational program both as a 
teaching and as a learning aid. Many free and inexpensive 
educational films are now available particularly designed 
for science, home economics, geography and social science 
classes. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent, the 
members of the Board of Education and those citizens who, 
by their spirit of cooperation and interest, have assisted 
me in my work of the past year. I extend to all parents 
and citizens a sincere invitation to visit the school at auy 
time.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 

The activities of the Health Department began last year, 
as in years past, with the free small-pox vaccination clinic 
in March, as required by the state laws. Although the 
number to take advantage of this free service was small 
I am sure that, considering the cases taken care of by pre¬ 
school clinics and by family physicians, a large percent¬ 
age of the school children are protected against this dis¬ 
ease. For further protection against small-pox, which ap¬ 
peared in nearly every state in the country last year, the 
state health department urges everyone to take advant¬ 
age of the clinic to be held during March, 1940. Free to 
both adults and children. 

During the past year' the town has had very few cases 
of notifiable diseases and most of these were traced to 
out-of-town sources. These cases were discovered and 
treated in time to prevent further spread. Thus proving 
that if care is taken by parents in not allowing them to 
enter public places or entertain visitors where these dis¬ 
eases may be contacted that many of these cases of conta¬ 
gious diseases may be averted. 

As in past years I have had many complaints from par¬ 
ents who objected to the fact that their children had to 
secure a doctor’s permit to return to school after being 
absent, because of sickness. I have informed them that 
this is a state law and teachers are required to demand 
these permits in such cases. Parents are held responsible 
under penalty for such absences of their children. 

The Community Nursing Service has been a valuable 
aid to the health and welfare of the town since it was es¬ 
tablished in August, both in the schools and otherwise. It 
has discovered and corrected defects in children and 
adults which would have caused permanent harm if al¬ 
lowed to continue. Several cases of communicable dis¬ 
eases have been discovered and isolated in time to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the disease. If the people could be in¬ 
formed of all the work done with individual cases and the 
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results of such work in the past year, I am sure they 
would feel it valuable enough to continue it at least an¬ 
other year. 

This service is taken care of by a committee which meets 
every month to carry out the business of the association. 
Plans are under way to give the best service possible if the 
nursing service is continued next year. 

The Board of Education plans for placing all school 
scholars in buildings with room enough to prevent over 
crowding and other modern facilities will add much to 
the health and welfare of the scholars. I believe the peo¬ 
ple of this town cannot afford to delay this building pro¬ 
gram any longer than necessary with the increasing num¬ 
ber of school age children. The present accommodations 
will not properly take care of the numbers with insured 
health conditions. 

Another condition which is a menace to the health of the 
town, and has been mentioned in previous health reports, 
is the increased building of cheaply constructed houses by 
families forced out of other towns by economic and other 
conditions. These have increased at an alarming rate this 
past year and due to crudeness of construction are neither 
sanitary nor comfortable as living accommodations. Many 
of these structures being built of, and furnished with, ma¬ 
terials salvaged from dumps and ruins which may be ob¬ 
tained at no cost. The use of such material is a cer¬ 
tain source of disease and vermin so great that some build¬ 
ing ordinance should be considered to require construc¬ 
tion of buildings which would insure safety and sanitation 
to a much greater degree. 

Complaints regarding sewerage disposal were less this 
year than in the past and in most cases were corrected 
without delay as advised by the health department. The 
question of sewerage is a problem, with the increase in 
building and installation of plumbing in other homes, 
which should be carefully considered. 

In closing I wish to thank the municipal officers, Board 
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of Education and others for their assistance in carrying 
out the work of this office during the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 

The school examinations this past Fall did not show any 
marked improvement over the findings of a year ago. It 
almost seems as though there was a definite lack of inter¬ 
est in the health of the children. We must realize, how¬ 
ever, that this may have been due to other reasons rather 
than lack of interest, such as lack of necessary funds. 

During the present school year there has been a notice¬ 
able improvement in many of these health defects. Our 
good fortune in obtaining a well-trained school and com¬ 
munity nurse ir gradually being made evident. It has been 
made possible for twenty-one children to receive free 
tonsil operations; the incidence of pediculi among the 
children has become almost nil; thirteen children with eye 
defects are now receiving care; sixty-five visits were made 
in order to prepare children for school; many children 
were excluded from school for several days at a time when 
there was any suspicion of contagious disease, thus pre¬ 
venting any epidemics of any consequence this year. 

I feel that an excellent start has been made in improv¬ 
ing the health status of the Scarborough school children. 
If we can retain Miss Blanchard and she can continue her 
good work, with the support and cooperation of the 
townspeople, we should, in a very short time, make 
health defects a rarity among the pupils.

In response to a long-felt need, the Scarborough Com¬ 
munity Nursing Service was inaugurated in July, 1939. 
The organizers were very fortunate in being able to gain 
for their cause the services of Mrs. Harold C. Payson, 
former President of the Portland District Nursing Associa¬ 
tion, and a member of that organization for twenty-five 
years. Under her excellent leadership a representative 
group was selected to appoint a town nurse, and to direct 
her work. 

The town nurse is available week-days from 8.30 A.M. to 
5 P.M. and on Saturday mornings. On her first visit she 
gives first aid to the patient, and recommends medical 
care if she deems it necessary. She cannot diagnose or pre¬ 
scribe. All visits after the first are for the purpose of giv¬ 
ing nursing care to a patient under a doctor’s care. If the 
patient is not under medical care at the time of the sec¬ 
ond visit, no further visits are made until the patient is 
seen by a doctor. The services of the town nurse are free 
for patients unable to pay; for those able to make a par¬ 
tial or full payment, any fee from ten cents to one dollar is 
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acceptable. All fees collected by the nurse are turned into 
the town treasury. The nurse may not accept for herself 
any fees or gratuities in addition to the salary she re¬ 
ceives from the town. 

Since my arrival in Scarborough on July 17th to begin 
duty as your town nurse, I have made 775 nursing visits 
to homes, and 767 inspections in schools. I have, also, en¬ 
gaged in such special activities as assisting the school 
physician in the examination and vaccination of 22 pre¬ 
school children in the fall; assisting the school physician 
in tlie physical examinations of all the pupils enrolled in 
the schools of Scarborough; conducting a course in hy¬ 
giene in the High School; and arranging for 21 free tonsil 
operations made possible by the kindness of the South 
Portland Kiwanis Club. 

During the six months that the service has been in opera¬ 
tion, the following equipment has been acquired by dona¬ 
tion or purchase: 

Nursing bag and supplies 

Blood-pressure apparatus and urinalysis equipment 

OtTice cabinet for supplies 

Nurse’s records 

Filing cabinet for records 

Sick-room equipment 

The Scarborough Community Nursing Service has made 
but a small step toward fulfilling its aims, but it is felt 
that it is a definite step toward a healthier town. The value 
of a nursing service can be established only after a fair 
demonstration period.

Warrant For Town Meeting 
March 4, 1940 

To Benjamin F. Roberts, a Constable in the Town 

of Scarborough , in the County of Cumberland: 

Greetings : 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re¬ 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of 
Scarborough, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to 
assemble at the Town Hall on March 4, 1940, at 9 o'clock, 
A.M., to choose Moderator to preside at said meeting: that 
the polls will be open at 10 o’clock in the forenoon and be 
closed at 4 o’clock in the afternoon for the purpose of vot¬ 
ing to elect the following officers: One (1) Selectman, As¬ 
sessor and Overseer of Poor from the First Parish for a 
term of three (3) years; Town Clerk for a term of one (1) 
year; Town Treasurer for a term of one (1) year; Tax Col¬ 
lector for a term of one (1) year; one (1) member of 
School Board from the First Parish for a term of three 
(3) years; three Road Commissioners for a term of one 
(1) year; and also vote on the following Articles: 

Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
adopt the reports of the several Town Officers. 

Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the Support of Poor for 
the ensuing year. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will grant and raise 
money necessary for the following: Free High School, 
Common Schools, and all other necessary school expenses 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to be expended for Memorial Purposes. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap¬ 
propriate money necessary for the following: Electric 
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Street Lights, Rental of Hydrants, Collecting Garbage and 
Rubbish, Officers’ Salaries, Interest Charges, Contingency 
and to Defray Other Town Charges.
